the consent of the governed ;* and that as ‘ itis} 
certain that a great majority of the inhabitants! 
of the District of Columbia are utterly averse to | 
the abolition of slavery among them, it follows | 
| that the immediate abolition of slavery by Con- | 
' gress cannot possibly be effected with justice to 
inhabitants of the District.’ At first sight, this | 
argument appeared to me to be reasonable, but 
on a rigid scrutiny, it will be found to contain 
a fallacy. Mr. Adams assumes the slaves to be 
mere chattels, and the white inhabitants of the 
| District alone to be men. The maxim em- 
bodied in the Declaration of Independence is 
just and true, and when it is fairly applied, the 
conclusion will always harmonize with reason. 
Thus—no ‘just power of government’ can exist 
|‘ without the consent of the governed.’ Slavery 
\is a form of government. ‘The slaves have 
never consented to it; itis therefore unjust, 
and ought to be abolished. Congress has pow- 
er to legislate for the inhabitants of the District 
of Columbia in matters which meet their own 
approval. The slaves are the inhabitants whose 
rights are in question, and they consent to im- 
mediate emancipation. 
Therefore, according to the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence, slavery in the 
District may lawfully be abolished by Congress. 


VELOCITY OF THE WAVES. 
The velocity of waves has relation to their 
magnitude. Some large waves proceed at the 
tate of from thirty to forty miles an hour. It 
is a vulgar belief that: the water itself advances 
with the speed of the ware, but in fact the form 
only advances, while the substance, except a 
litle spray above, remains rising and falling in 
the same place, according to the laws of the 
pendulum. A wave of water, in this respect, 
is exactly imitated by the wave running along 
a siretched robe when one end of it is shaken : 
or by the mimic waves of our theatres, which 
are generally the undulations of long pieces of | 
carpet, moved by attendants. But when a wave | 
teaches a shallow bank or beach, the water be-| 
|comes really progressive ; because then, as it 
cannot sink directly downward, it falls over and | 
forward, seeking its level. So awful is the! 
spectacle of a storm at sea, that it is generally | 
viewed through a medium which biases the| 
judgment ; and lofty as waves really are, im- 
aginatiot makes them loftier still. No wave 
rises mere than ten feet above the ordinary 
level, which, with the ten feet that its surface 
afterwatds descends below this, give twenty feet 
for the whole height, from the bottom of any 
water valley to the summit. This proposition 
is easily proved, by trying the height upon the | 
ship's mast, at which the horizon is always in 
sight over the tops of the waves ; allowance be- 
ing made for the accidental inclinations of the | 
vessel, and for her sinking in the water too 
much below her waterline at the instant when 
she reaches the bottom of the hollow between 
the two waves. The spray of the sea, driven 
along by the violence of the wind, is of course 
much higher than the summit of the liquid 
wave, and a wave coming against an obstacle, 
may dash to almost any elevation above it. At 
the Eddystone Lighthouse, when a surge 
reaches it, which has been growing in a.storm | 
all across the Atlantic, it dashes even over the| 
lantern at the summit.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


The Royal Mail Steamship Britannia, arri- 
ved in Boston, Saturday morning last, in thir- 
teen anda half days from Liverpool. There 
is no intelligence of particular interest or im 
portance. The state of the markets does not) 
appear to have been much changed since the} 
last previous advices. The harvest prospects 
were cheering throughout Great Britian, and 
on most parts of the continent. 

From China there is no later news. : 

The parliament of Great Britain continued in 
session and there was no prospect of its disso- 
lution. Nothing of consequence had been 
done. The House of Commons declared by a 
majority of one, that the present Ministers of 
the Crown do not possess the confidence of 
Parliment, and that their continuance in office 
is at variance with the spirit of the constitution. 
The Ministry have been beaten by a majority 
of eighteen on the Criminal Law question. 

At a meeting of the archbishops, held at 
Lambeth, it was decided that the immediate 
erection of bishoprics was much to be desired 
in New Brunswick, amongst other dependen- 
cies of Great Britain. 

It is rumored that Admiral Elliot, the broth- 
er of Lord Minto, and the ‘renowned’ hero of 
Chusan celebrity, is about to be appointed to 
the lucrative command of Plymouth dockyard. 

The marriage of Lord John Russell and 
Lady Fanny Elliot will be solemnized tewards 
the close of the ensuing month. 

The most interesting fact from France is that 
of the defeat of the Ministry on the bill for re- 
cruiting the army. It is stated that Marshal 
Soult was terribly annoyed at this defeat, and 
sent in his resignation, but was persuaded to 
continue in office. With this vindication by 
the peers of their independence, the session may « 
be said to terminate. 

In Algiers, the French had experienced more 
reverses, and in the Chambers the old question 
about the occupancy of the African possessions, 
was again under discussion. 

Joseph Bonaparte has arrived at Genoa, with 
his suite, composed of fifteen persons.

SUMMARY OF INTELLIGENCE. 

The city conrcils of Cincinnati have hit upon an 
economical plan of lighting that city. They have 
passed an ordinance, requiring each coffee-house to 
set up a lamp post in front, and keep it lighted at 
night; and in order to have the whole city illuminated, 
they have increased the number of licensed houses. 
The city will have a largely increased pauper bill to 
pay. 

The townof Adams voted at their annual meeting 
to appoint an agent to retail spirituous liquors, the 
profits to be applied towards the support of paupers, 
etc. The “public good requires’ that provision 
should be made for those who by useing spirituous fi- 
quors are unable to provide for themselves. 

Hon. Richard Rush has published a letter in the 
Pennsylvanian, in which he speaks in a highly com- 
plimentary manner of Commodore Stewart, with refer- 
ence to the Presidency, and says he eannot think it too 
soon to agitate the subject.

On the 7th of June last, at a legal meeting 
held for that purpose and other business, I was 
chosen by your suffrages, in the language of 
the second article in the warrant, ‘“‘a Select- 
man, Assessor, Overseer of the Poor and 
Work-house, and Surveyor of Highways, to fill 
the vacancies in the above offices occasioned by 
the death of Charles A Brown, Esq., having 
received 213 of the 380 ballots cast. For this 
renewed expression cf your confidence in my 
ability to serve you in the most responsible of- 
fice in the gift of a municipal election, I tender 
you, fellow citizens, my most profound and 
heart-felt acknowledgments. Unfortunately, 
the gentlemen associated with me on the Board 
of Selectmen, etc., decline to recognize me, of- 
ficially, as the successor of the late lamented 
Chairman. To me, the ground they assume, 
that one of their number and not my self suc- 
ceeds Capt. Brown as first on the Board, is un- 
tenable and unsatisfactory. In saying this, I 
disclaim attributing any improper motives to 
their opinions: I have no reason to doubt they 
are as honestly formed as mine; and I cheer- 
fully bear testimony to the fact, that in all our 
intercourse since the 7th ult., I have uniformly 
beec treated by them ina gentlemanly manner. 

I have by no means arrived at the cenclu- 
sion hastily, that I was called by your voice to 
succeed Capt. Brown as Chairman of the 
Board. This opinion has not been formed 
without due consultation with many gentlemen 
versed in legal and parliamentary matters, and 
also with very many of the citizens of Quincy 
without distinction of party.

CONGRESS. 


Tuespay, July 27. In the Senate, after the 
morning hour, the Rank Bill was taken up, and 
an interesing debaie was had uponit. Mr. 
Morehead opened in defence of the bill. He 
was folloved in opposition by Mr. Calhoun, Mr. 
Allen, and Mr. Benton. Mr. Clay made a 
speech, i which he proposed an amendment, 
embodying Mr. Rives’s and Mr. Ewing's pro- 
position, with modifications. It was adopted, 
95 to 2A. 

The madification is essential, and is substan- 
ually as fellows. Jt provides that the assent or 
dissent mist be expressed at the first session of 
the legislature of each State after the passage 
of the law Otherwise the assent of the State 
is to be tuten for granted, and no future action 
of its Legslature can withdraw it. The pro- 
vision alsoinsists that when Congress shall see 
fit to estabish branches, it may, without this 
assent. Mr. Rives expressed his regret that he 
must vote against the amendment. Probably 
his friends went with him; but it passed as a- 
bove statel. 

The bill was then passed to be engrossed by 
the same wote. Two members of the Senate, 
Messrs. Cnyton and Henderson, were not pres- 
ent when he vote was taken, though they were 
in the chanber several times during the day.

On the next day, the 26th of January, 1832, | 


the Secretary of State to this Resolution was 
received by the House, purporting that two of 
the persons thus returned as Slaves, in Massa- 
chusetts, were females upwards of one hundred 
years of age—and that the two other persons 
reported as Slaves, should have been returned 
as free persons of color. 

The House laid this report on the table, and 
there the matter ended. Mr. Davis doubtless 
thought it not worth while to pursue the en- 
quiry any further. The Report of the Secre- 


‘tary of State, ought undoubtedly to have been 


that all four of the persons returned as Slaves, 
should have been returned as free persons of 
color, for the two persons who in four enumer- 
| ations had been returned as free, could surely 
not have become Slaves, by reaching a centen- 
,nial anniversary. But the error of the return 
‘injurious to the political character of Massachu- 
'setts was corrected, and the two aged women 
were suffered to die in peace, free as the proud- 
vest lady in the land. 

When in the enclosed abstract of the Census, 
'not yet completed, I perceived the repetition of 
}this libel upon my native Commonwealth, the 

first idea that occurred to me was to offer to the 
House a Resolution similar to that offered by 
|Gov. Davis in January, 1832; but on the 12th 
lof June last, the House in its wisdom adopted 
'a rule that “ upon the presentation of petitions 
‘and other papers, on subjects not specially re- 
ferred to the consideration of the House in the 
Message of the President at the opening of the 
present extra session, objection to the reception 
shall be considered as made, and the question 
of reception shall be laid upon the table. This 
rule to be considered only in force during the 
present session. Petitions and other papers for 
or againsta Bankrupt Law, to be excepted from 
the operation of this rule. 

So that if I had offered the Resolution of in- 
‘quiry, why and how the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts has been thus insulted —* objeec- 
tion to its reception would have been considered 
as made, and the question of reception would 
have been laid on the table.” My resolution 
would have been returned to me, and no trace 
of it would have appeared upon the Journal of 
the House. 

And then, if in all humanity, I had waited till 
the next winter session, and if the House should 
then have recovered from their hardness of hear- 
ing, so as not to consider objection as made to 
the reception of all petitions and other papers, 
unless on subjects specially recommended by 
the President, or upon a Bankrupt Law, and [ 
sbould have repeated the experiment of offering 
my resolution of inquiry, who can tell what an 
explosion, the very question why the imputation 
of having a Slave within her boundaries, was 
ina public nationat document cast upon the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, would have 
produced? How instantaneously would the 
perturbed spirit of Abolition have stalked into 
the House! What a shivering fit, would have 
fallen upon the whole chivalry of the South, 
born insensible to fear! Whata foul conspira- 
cy, would have been detected, against the pecw- 
liar institutions of the South, in the pretence 
that the presence of a slave, would be felt by 
the people of Massachusetts as contamination ! 
Objection would be made to the reception of my 
resolution. That would lay it over a day, and 
then it would fall into the line of orders of the 
dav, and never could be cailed up, without a 
violent struggle, and a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present. If called up, a string of de- 
bateable amendments would be hung upon it, 
and previous questions and motions to lay on 
the table, and reconsiderations, wou!d smother 
my Resolution; the imputation upon the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts would remain 
without reparation, and eight or ten days of the 
time of the people in their House of Represen- 
tatives would be consumed in complimentary 
scurrility upon the venerable member from 
Massachusetts, who would be held severely to 
account for all this waste of time, for introdu- 
cing the firebrand of Abolition into the House. 

Instead of offering a Resolution to the House 
therefore, I thought it safter to address my en- 
quiry to the Department of State. which I ac- 
cordingly did, and the result of which, was the 
correspondence whereof copies are herewith 
enclosed. I request the publication of the same, 
and of this Letter in your paper, for the infor- 
mation of my Constituents of the Twelfth Con- 
| gressional District of Massachusetts, and espe- 
cially of the younger part of them. 
| There is no probability that I shall live to 
| witness the taking of another decennial Census 
of the population of this Union. The Twelfth 
| Congressional District of Massachusetts will it- 
; self probably not survive the present Congress. 

It has been my good fortune to have represen- 
ited it during the whole ten years of its exis- 
‘tence. The new Census will be followed by a 
| new apportionment, and that by a new organi- 
‘zation of the Districts of Massachusetts. No 
one can at this time foresee how those Districts 
| will be constituted, or of what number they will 
}consist. It may be that this is the last oppor- 
|tunity that I may have of communicating di- 
|rectly with the ‘I'welfth District, as my Con- 
‘Stituents, and [ avail myself of it, to return to 
|them the thanks of a grateful heart for the fa- 
| vor which they have constantly and repeatedly 
|extended to me through all the vicissitudes of 
the last ten years of our national history. 
|More than one-half of my present immediate 
| Constituents have attained the age for the exer- 
|cise of the elective franchise, since I was first 
|elected as the Representative of the District to

The fib by implication is when one insinu- 
ates certain things that he means to be under- 
stood as uttered, does not boldly proclaim them, 
but leaves his hearer to draw his own inferen- 
ces. 

The fib by equivocation is when a man tells 
one half of a story and leaves the other half, 
which would contradict the first half, untold. 

The fib comparative is when the qualities or 
merits or excellencies of a person or thing are 
exalted beyond their merits, and thus are peo- 
ple deceived. It leads others astray, induces 
them to believe what is not true, and is thus 
a fib. 

The fib superlative exaggerates to an extra- 
ordinary degree, but it deceives onty the un- 
wary. People on their guard are not often 
taken in by it. 

The fib plump, downright, unequivocal, is 
not often used by any people of standing and 
good reputation. This kind of fib is known by 
divers names, such as “a bouncer,” “a whop- 
per,” “a thundering big story,” etc, and when a 
man utters such a thing without provocation, 
without strong indutement, set him down as an 
unprincipled fellow. 

Beware of fibs, “ Tell the truth and shame, 
etc. The proverb is somewhat musty. Tra- 
|ders are apt to fib a little, but editors never fib 
|—-never.——Boston Transcript. 


{ THE SWORD FISH. 

This fish is found in Jarge quantities on the 
shoals off the Island of Nantucket, and it is al 
so frequently seen on George’s Bank. It is a 
large fish, measuring from nine to fifteen feet 
in length, and weigh from three to five bun- 
dred pounds. From its upper jaw, a horn of 

| sword, projects two or three feet, whence the 
fish derives its name. This sword is pointed, 
and #s composed of a very hard substance, re- 
sembling ivory. It does not appear to be of 
any use to the owner in procuring food, as this 
fish feeds principally upon mackerel, herring, 
and other fish, which Visits our coast in shoals. 

It is said that the swordfish is a mortal ene- 
my to the whale, and attacks him with great 
fury whenever they meet, plunging his sword 
into his throat in such a manner, that the wa- 
ter is soon dyed red with the blood of his vic- 
tim, whose convulsive exertions to escape from 
his persevering enemy, are vain; and, cons 
quered by a weak, and apparently humble 
opponent, he dies ignobly. This statement, 
however, is denied by some veteran seamen, 
and pronounced fabulous. It is, nevertheless, 
somewhat confirmed by the fact, that the 
j swordfish will sometimes strike the bottom of 
a ship with great violence, which can hardly 
be accounted for in any other way, than by 
supposing the fish to have mistaken the ship 
for some huge monster of the deep, which he 
is in the habit of regarding asanenemy. The 
swordfish has been known to attack a ship with 
isuch desperate energy, as to thurst bis sword 
through the planks, even into the hold of the 
vessel; but as he could not disengage jt, the 
sword of course broke off, doubtless much to 
the mortification of the fish, and remained in 
the plank where he had so unthimkingly thrust 
it; thus plugging up the hole which it had 
'made! And although the persons on board 
felt the shock, they did no% suspect the cause, 
until the cargo was dise'narged, and the point 
lof the sword was seen projecting through the 
ceiling ! 

The fishermen of the islands lying to the 
south of Cane Cod, take a considerable num- 
| ber of swordfish every year. This fish swims 
near the surface, and itis often the case that 
its back (or dorsal) fin, which is quite large, is 
seen a foot above the water. and by this means 
ihe is easily discovered. He is captured by 
striking him with a harpoon, to which a strong 
line is attached ; a feat which requires consid- 
erable skill. -The flesh of the swordfish is 
considered good ; and about two hundred bar- 
rels are taken annually by the fishermen of 
Martha’s Vineyard, cut into slices, and pickled 
er salted, and sold.

States,” with my written objections. 

In my message sent to the Senate on the 16th 
day of August last, returning the Bill ) in- 
corporation the subscribers to the Fiscal Bank 
of the United States,” I distinctly declared that 
“ my own opinion has been uniformly procla 
ed to be against the exercise “of the ;

I 
knew one of these retail dealers, who felt him- 
selfa very great gentleman. After ridiculing 
him for the dirty work in which he was en- 
gaged, I concluded thus:— 

I'd rather black my visege o'er, 

And put the shine on boots and shoes, 


Than I would stand within a store, 
And rince the glasses drunkard’s use ! 


He could not get over it. When he was 
strutting on the side-walk, pulling up his col- 
lar, (laughter,) it would come into his mind 
—“and rince the glasses drunkard’s use.” It 
would take him down at once. He was like a 
peacock when it spies its feet. At night when 
he was just sinking to sleep, i would ring in 
his ears—“‘and risee the glasses drunkard’s 
use.” He could not stand it. He gave up the 
business. I want to see this method adopted: 
Many persons don’t think it right to go to law, 
or to punish people; but no one thinks it 
wrong to publish the truth. We have the 
highest authority for that, and ridicule is but 
one way of placing it in a new and a powerful 
light. 

“ But” it is said, “ you will not get men out 
of the business in this way very often. Try it 
and see, friends. Just take the hardest headed 
man you know, and get his head under your 
arm, and give ita thump. He wont heed it 
much ;—never mind—go on hammering upon 
the same place, and by-and-by you'll see him 
begin to mudge. How is this? Why by dint 
of thumping you’ve got a sore spot; and by- 
and-by you find, to your perfect surprise, that 
you've been making an inpression all this time. 
Be industrious and patient, and time will re- 
ward you. I have tnbounded confidence in 
truth. Let the verriest green-horn get upon 
one of these hills, and if he utters the iruth, it 
will never come back to him void. 

We should rot talk about our neighbor, but to 
him and at him. You sometimes hear a-man 
whisper to another, “do you know neighbor, 
that neighbor so-and-so has got to drinking ?” 
(Iaughter.) Now whata miserable business! 
And there is another way some men have 
that does almost as much harmas good. They 
go and sit solemniy down in his corner and 
after a pause they say, “I have for a long time 
felt it my duty to speak with vou, on a very 
painful and disagreeable subject.”

I would not go to any body else to talk of it, 
for I know that you are the person to speak to 
about it, and now do, friend, give it up ;—give 
itup wholly. We've done so in my family, 
and you cannot imagine how much more com- 
fortable we are.” Ten to one you succeed 
with him if you go with an open heart, full of 
the feeling you ought to have. 

One more point let me touch upon before I 
relieve your patience—the necessity of individ- 
val exertion. We may take a !esson from ob- 
serving. the tactics of the enemy. He has a 
complete array of forces, from the wholesale 
dealer and importer, down to the lowest sub- 
terranean liquor-seller ; and if we take away 
these little pedlers of rum, we break the chain | 
and stop the whole traffic.
